“This. is purely a sympathetic strike. 
There ls absolutely no grievance what- 
ever that the operators have against 
the company. All their demands have 
been granted and they are no doubt 
perfectly satisfied as far as their treat- 
ment by the Postal company is con- 
‘cerned. We will make no concessions 
this time. This thing will be fought 
to the end by us. Our men here are 
better off than they ever were before, 
I think, and I do not look for trouble 
at this point.” 

A special meeting of the local has 
been called for Sunday to consider the 
failure of the two big telegraph com- 
panies to live up to the agreement 
with United States Commissioner of 
Labor Neill. 

The last strike of the Western Un- 
jon men was called on July 24, twenty- 
four years ago, and lasted exactly one 
month. Business for a time was de- 
moralized. Eventually the company 
claims to have won, the men return- 
ing to work unconditionally. The 
strike was fort shorter hours, and after 
the trouble was past the new ¢ondl- 
tions sought by the men were put in 
effect by the company.

Ohe dies morally and 
becomes degraded; dies physically, by 
degrees; dies emotionally, as love of 
family, friends and even himself goes 
down before the deadly love of drink. 

2. Intemperance destroys moral dis- 
tinctions as in the case of those two, 
so that they did not know the differ- 
ence “between holy and unholy.” It 
dulls the acute distinction between 
truth and falsehood, between brother- 
hood and brutality. Of those convicted 
of crime in our penitentiaries over 9 
per cent. used strong drink. 

. They cannot teach the statutes of 
God if they beclond their minds and 
deg e their examples by drink. 
When grown people drink they destroy 
their example for good and become 
agents for propagating evil. Their ex- 
'ample often makds other drunkards. 
They are the agents of the devil. A 
statement was made in a paper not 
long ago that salponkeepers in Chi- 
cago, and possibly other cities, hire 
men to walk aboet and give candy, 
impregnated with whisky, to boys in 
order to cultivate in them a love of 
Uquor that will continue to support 
the diabolical trifle. Every noble con- 
sideration is in favor of abstinence 
from k.

Witnesses Guarded. 

To save the lives of witnesses called 
for the prosecution cases against Jap- 
anese liquor dealers of Los Angeles, 
detectives have been guarding the 
men for the past two days and will 
continue to guard them until next 
Tuesday.

University Professor Thus Character- 
izes Koreans Whom Japs Have 
Taken Under Their Control. 


Prof. Harry Bea! Torrey, of the Uni- 
versity of California, characterized the 
Koreans, over whom Japan has recent- 
2 established an almost absolute rule, 

dignified lazy dogs,” in an illus- 
trated lecture last night in the Second 
United Presbyterian Church, corner of 
Washington and Santee streete.

The Southern Pacific boilermakers’ 
strike has reached a critical stage and 
there is a possibility that a general 
walkout may be ordered on all ef the 
Harriman lines. The local union has 
refused the offer of the company to ar- 
bitrate the dispute, and yesterday aft- 
ernoon Division President Edward 
Payne received a telegrom from Na- 
tional President 8. H. Dunn, at Kan- 
sas City, informing him that did the 
Southern fie Company not come to 
terms, all of the boiléermakers n- 
ployed on the Harriman lines would be 
ordered out. Payne was instructed to 
send word within twenty-four hours 
as to the action taken. 

The new development makes the sit- 
uation decidedly grave as there is little 
probability of the company’s receding 
from the stand which it has taken and 
the boilermhkers are in a stubborn 
mood. The suggestion that the whole 
dispute be submitted to the decision 
of a board of arbitration has been re- 
jected and the strikers show no desire 
to meet the company anything like 
half way. In view of the record of W. 
H. Carter, the foreman bollermaker,. 
whose discharge is demanded by the 
union, there is slight chance that the 
company will agree to let him out and 
war to the end seems not improbable.

HE USUAL LACK OF JUDGMENT. 
The industrial world this morn- 
ing has two new strikes of wide ex- 
tent upon its hands. The boiler- 
makers working in the shops of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company to 
the number of several hundred (cover- 
ing the Pacific Coast) are out on strike 
for an utterly insignificant and unjust 
cause. The whole disturbance rises 
from the refusal of the company to 
discharge a foreman in a single shop 
here in Los Angeles at the command 
of less than half a dozen men. This 
foreman has sense enough and loyalty 
enough to his employers to insist upon 
the men under him doing a fair day's 
work for the high rate of wages they 
are paid. This made the foreman ob- 
noxious to a few of the loafers whose 
policy is “The least possible amount 
of work and the highest possible 
amount of wages.“ A careful inves- 
tigation on the part of the head of- 
ficial' in this department developed 
the fact that the great body of men 
working under this foreman had no 
complaint to make. Properly he re- 
fused to discharge an efficient and 
honest employé at the demand of a 
few malcontents whose dissatisfaction 
arose from their own indisposition to 
do an honest day's work. Upon this 
arises the truculent “boss” of the 
bollerinakers on the Coast, whose 
headquarters are up in Oakland, 500 
miles away from the scene of the dis- 
turbance, and who knows absolutely 
nothing about the case excepting the 
complaints made by the falf-doze 
loafing malcontents. | 
The other strike is among the tele- 
graph operators, and this is wider in 
its extent. The telegraph company, it 
is alleged, has spread dissatisfaction 
by employing in its Oakland office, 
an uncomfortable person who makes 
1 miserable for all operators whog 
get on her wire in a sphere of a 
thousand miles in all directions. But 
assuming that all this is true, the 
trouble is scarcely of importance 
enough for all the telegraph operators 
in and west of Chicago to go out on 
strike, embarrassing the industrial 
and business world by their action. 
The strike here and in other’ cities 
was too much of a hair-trigger propo- 
sition. | 
Upon how slender a thread hangs the 
whole great system of industry, traffic 
and dissemination of intelligence in 
our country, if the labor unions are 
to have their own sweet way, may be 
seen from the origin and spread of this 
half-cock telegraph strike. These 
hot-headed fellows who paralyze, if 
they could, the business of the country 
and bring back the dark ages when 
news distribution was unknown—al/ 
because one of their number was dis- 
missed from his place. We warn the 
strikers that the American people will 
not tamely submit to this sort of thing 
they will not swallow the prescrip- 
tion that the entire commercia: and 
news organization of the country shall 
be thrown out of gear, that the arteries 
of trade and transportation shall be 
bied, merely on account of the griev- 
ance of one telegrapher in a row with a 
woman. 
Secretary Ulrich of the local union 
at Chicago seems to have the regular 
totemite idea. “When the additional 
insult of asking them (the men) to 
work with non- union men in Los An- 
geles was put upon them, they refused 
to stand it and quit work.” This is 
Secretary Ulrich’s view of the matter. 
Los Angeles is an open-shop town. 
The totemites are barred here by pub- 
lic opinion and the readiness of the 
peace officers to do their duty to 
hinder strikers from calling non-union 
men insulting names, as well ag from 
committing assaults upon their per- 
sons or taking their lives. The dbc- 
trine in Los Angeles is that it is no- 
body's business but the individual's 
own whether he belongs to a labor 


union or is an independent worker, }

And we 
are miserable cowards withal, for we 
attack the trusting and the defense- 
less ahd murder them in cold blood, 
The primitive Apaché was a kindly, 
chivalrous gentieman compared to 
such sportsmen ag the men of Phoenix, 
for he killed only the birds and ani- 
mals he required to sustain his own 
life, 

Love of the chase is an inherited 
trait, a survival of primitive habit 
or instinct no doubt, but it is a per- 
verted instinct in civilized man. When 
man hunted to supply his needs, he 
killed only what he really needed; 
the chase was incidental, a means to 
an end. Now the chase is the end; 
the killing is unnecessary, and we call 
it sport. 

Moderate indulgence in the sport of 
taking life is excusable, no doubt. So 
is war, sometimes. But unrestrained

FIGURE ON LIMAS. 


Output in Ventura County Estimated 
as About the Same as That of 
Last Vear. 

VENTURA, Aug. $.—Some authori- 
ties here are estimating a third less 
of lima bean output in the county than 
last season. Last year was a record 
breaker for that legume. The output 
amounted to more than 650,000 sacks. 
This year, up to a week ago, it was 
predicted the yield would be as great 
or greater, because of the fact that

POLITICS IN 
ILLINOIS.

SPRINGFIELD Aug. 6-—How 
much will the people have to say next 
year in the selection ot a United Sta en 
Senator from IIlinois? 

That is one of the uncertain ques- 
tions of Illinols politics at this time. 
This State has a primary election law, 
and one of its provisions is that candi- 
dates for United States Senator may 
have their names printed on the pri- 
mary ballot “for the purpose of ascer- 
taining public sentiment.” It is, of 
course, impossible to bind the Legisla- 
ture by such a law. The Federal con- 
stitution prescribes the mode of elect- 
ing Senators, to wit, 1 Legisia- 
tures of the several Sta The best 
that any State maw do, i the direc- 
tion of providing for the popular elec- 
tion of Senators, is to enable the peo- 
ple to take a vote on candidates for 
the guidance of the Legislature; and
